UNITED STATES SEIZES CUS- 


TOM HOUSE AT VERA CRUZ 


And Exercises Complete Control Over Port. 


• Six Lives Lost and Twenty-One Wound- 


ed while a great number of Mexicans 


i 
are reported Killed and Wounded 


No intention of war is desired by President Wilson. 


Only proper safety and protection for Ameri- 


can life and property and respect for 


our Nation wanted 


On Monday the President went before Congress asking permission to 


seize the port of Vera Cruz as a means of a tentative plan to force Hu- 
erta, the Mexican General, Fedei-alist, to pay greater care to our citizens 
and their property and exercise a greater precaution to maintain the pro- 
per respect for our nation. He asked for -immediate action, which the 
House granted, butt the Senate through demagogic Republicanism and 
through hope of them making political capital out of it held back its 
action until the "crisis was over and Vera Cruz was taken, then action 
came speedily in order for the Republicans to get into the swim. 
', 
Admiral Fletcher learned that the German government was about to 


land a cargo of ammunition, at Vera Cruz consisting of 15,OOO,OOO pounds 
and several hundred guns, telegraphed to the War, Department at Wash- 
ington for advice. Secretary Daniels telegraphed President Wilson, who 
replied tactly, '.'Seize the Cutsom House at Vera Cruz at once." This 
stopped all quibbling in. Senate and House and the forces before Vera 
Cruz proceeded to business with the result that Vera Cruz is .under the 
control of- the 'United States and prevented Huerta from getting equip- 
ment, which would have been of immense value to him against the 
United States if hostilities' should continue, and against Caranza, the Con- 
stitutionalists. There were six Americans killed and about thirty wound- 
ed, while the Mexicans- lost heavily with the general, Maas, gone. 


The inception of the German vessel with munitions of war was taken 


very coolly by the German officers and the cargo will return to the place 
from which it was billed. While the war spirit is intense in quarters, es- 
pecially in Texas where 10O.OOO volunteers are ready, President Wilson 
makes it pla&i that for the present we have accomplished our aim and hos- 
tilities -shall cease until further developments. 


letters of condolence tf"v 
lh"reaved parents of those killed have been 


sent and everything is beingv^u.-. which can be done to prevent further 
loss of life and to appease anxious parents and friends who seek knowl- 
edge of those at the danger points. The object of the government is to 
patrol the coasts, east and. west, of Mexico to prevent .any supplies from 
reaching-JEtuerta until he promises good behavior toward our Nation. 
"" "*OuF're^efs^mus^r^nie2ibeF"€hat we" afe"noiftl1nJ'war with 'Mexico." 
Mexico has no existence now as a government and that to be in war with 
Mexico would be to fight all the people of Mexico which we are not doing. 
The Constitutionalists have given us no trouftie of which to complain and 
have treated us with respect throughout. There is a rumor abroad that 
Carranza thinks the taking of Vera Cruz to be an affront to all the people 
of Mexico. If he so considers it, then there is likely to be universal 
amnesty between the Huertaites and Carranzaites declared, in which event 
we will have accomplished what the world wants—a union of the people— 
and we will withdraw. We hope for that union. Nothing could be any 
more earnestly sought. 
After a union for war, .there could hardly be any 


common sense in a disruption 'afterwards. A union for one cause ought 
to teach the world that a union for other causes could be, just as reason- 
ably.

Farmers' InstituteAttendance201,176 


Harrisburg, April 19.—The farm- 


ers' institutes conducted by the State 
last winter were attended by more 
than 201,000 persons. 


The exact attendance was 201,176 


and was the third largest season since 
the institutes were started in 1895. 


All told there were 1,127 sessions, 


divided between 461 days, the aver- 
age attendance per session being 179. 
The State employed 54 lecturers and 


Equivalents in Peed 


We have for years been analyzing 
the various compounds of food pro- 
ducts in order to learn the nutritive 
values for the human system but we 
have never studied the necessary 
equivalents for feeding animals. We 
have now by a French scientist pre- 
cise knowledge of the value to horses 
or cattle of fixed quantities of hay, 
straw, clpver, flax-seed cake, beets 
and in what measure these may be 
substituted for each other in case any 
one is scarce or deficient in maturity. 


Six pounds of meadow hay will 
give the same nourishment as 12 
pounds of wheat straw, or 
2% 


$1.00 
at all Pounds of wheat bran, or 5% pounds 
clover hay, or one-half cake of flax- 
seed meal. 
This gives the farmer a 
basis on which he may feed an equiv-

There; was sp'methiflg In His .teaching 


whicb r^iched. ih'e hearts of these* pub- 
.llcan's "and" sinners who were,- so de- 
spised by,the self righteous Pharisees. 
He was full of grace and truth; they 
knew the truth that they, were sinners 
and they needed the grace that was in 
Him. He taught as one having author- 
ity and not as the scribes; never man 
spake like this man (Matt, vii, 29; 
John viii. 46). That which the Phari- 
sees sneeringly said of Him. "This man 
receiveth sinners and eatetb 
*vith 


them." was. and still is. gloriously 
true. He is still saying. "If any man 
hear my voice and open the door i will 
come in to aim and will sup with him 
and he with Me?' (Rev. iii, 20). 


The word here translated "receiv- 


eth" is generally translated "waiting 
or looking for." 
Weymouth's render- 


ing is, "He gives a welcome to noto- 
rious sinners." Not only does He re- 
ceive sinners whe'n they come to Him 
(John vi. 37). but He is on the lookout 
for them. 
He came to seek and to 


save that which was lost (Luke xix. 
10). 
If we are truly His disciples, as 


ia the last lesson, we. too. will seek in 
ail the world the lost ones whom He 
came to save, the "whosoevers" who 
will make up His body, the church. 


Their' murmuring led Him to speak 


the threefold parable of the lost sheep, 
the lost, coin and .the lost son, in which 
we see.: the ' love . of the • Son as the 
shepherd,' the love of the Spirit "and the 
love of the Father. The love of God is 
the greatest topic' in all the Bible and 
was ' specially .ma'nifest In. His, 'giving 
His only Son .for. us. that we'might 
not perish, as it is; written. .'.'In this 
was manifested the love of God itfoward 
us',; because that God sent-His''only be- 
gotten Son into the world that we 
might live through Him." "Hereby 
perceive we the love of God bec-a use 
He laid down His life for us" (I John 
iii, 16; iv, 9). The story of the shep- 
herd and the lost sheep is found also 
in Matt, xviii, 11-14, and the record of 
the Good Shepherd is found most fully 
in John x, where He not only cares 
for the sheep, but gives His' life for 
them. In our lesson He is seen seek- 
ing till He finds; laying it on His shoul- 
ders, rejoicing, bringing it safely home 
and calling others to rejoice with Him. 


In Heb. siii, 20, 21V He is the Great 


Shepherd who, having found and sav- 
ed, works in us that which is well 
pleasing in His sight. In I Pet. v. 1-4, 
He is the chief shepherd rewarding 
His own for faithful service. 
Thus 


\ve have again the threefold a*p"«'t or 
our relation to Him as in last lessnu— 
saved, serving, waiting for Him. 1 
have often been glad that when He 
finds His sheep He brings it home; He 
does not drop it by the way. . And 
what a place it is to be on His shoul- 
ders, us and our burdens, too (Deut. 
rxxiii. 12; Isa. Ii, 6. 7). There must 
be more significance than we have ever 
seen in these words, "The Lord is my 
shepherd," and if we fully believed we 
could not but rejoice (I Pet. i, 8). 


Woman is a type of the church, both 


true and false, but here she represents 
the true church in the power of the 
Holy Spirit seeking diligently that 
which is lost. The sheep set before us 
one phase of the condition of tlie lost, 
as when we read, "I have gone astray 
like a lost sheep.'V'AH we like sheep 
have gone astray" (Ps. cxix. 176; Isa. 
liii. G). . The piece of silver may sug- 
gest the indifference of the lost, as 
when we read of being dead in tres- 
passes arid sins (Eph. ii, 1>. In both 
cases the Lord is the seeker, as He 
has always been ever since He sought 
Adam in the garden of Eden, after he 
had sinned, saying. "Where an tboii?" 
(Gen. 
iii, 9.i 
He does not merely call 


us to come, but knowing that we are 
as helpless as Mephibosbeth. who was 
lame in both feet. 
He sends and 


fetches us into His presence and by 
His great love causes us to fall on our 
faces in true penitence, then gives us 
all (II Sam. ix, 3, 5, 6, 7, 13) 


lake the good Samaritan. He finds 


us helpless and wounded and tenderly 
cares for us and puts us in His place 
and brings us to a place of rest and 
continues to care for us (Luke x, 33-35). 
Like Paul in the case of Onesimus. He 
says to His Father concerning the sin- 
ricr. "Ileceive him as Myself; if he hath 
wronged thee or oweth thee aught, put 
that on mine account" (Phi. xvli. 18). 
"God 
eommendotb His love toward us 


in that, while we were yet sinners. 
Christ died for us" (Rom. v, 8). 


In the story of both the sheep and 


the piece of money, note the conclu- 
sion, "Joy in heaven, * * * joy in the 
presence of the angels of God over one 
sinner that repenteth'" (verses 7. lOi. 
Docs it 1101 seem that if wo really be- 
lieved that we who nre snvcd would 
hnve a greater-desire to have others 
know and slmre the gi;ent-sn'lVntion':

range, 
alphabetically, 
from 


apiary through brickyard, cannery, 
cemetery, church, cranberry marsh, 
fox ranch, marine railway, rifle range, 
and turpentine still, to Tvharf and 
whaling station. 


There are 15,000 permits in force 


for such special uses, which are dis- 
tributed geographically from Alaska 
to the Mexican line, and east to Flor- 
ida. This figure does not include any 
of the 27,000 permits in force for 
grazing cattle and sheep in the for- 
ests; nor the 6,000 transactions for 
the sale of timber, and the more than 
38,000 permits issued last year for 
the free use of timber by settlers, 
miners, and others 
in developing 


their homesteads and claims; nor the 
nearly 300 permits for water power 
development.

Little Talks on Health and Hygiene

Civilized 
man 
throughout 
the 


world has learned the necessity of 
eating at fixed times of the day and 
with some variety of frequency and 
interval has arranged his daily life 
accordingly. 
He does not, however, 


seem to appreciate that to maintain 
health it is equally essential to drink 
freely of pure water. 
The medical 


profession fully realizes, and every 
physician in active practice has it im- 
pressed upon him almost daily, that 
there is an insufficiency of water 
drunk by the majority of men and 
women. Water is needed to aid the 
working of organs of digestion and 
for the requirements of circulation. 
It is needed to replace the water that 
the body constantly loses through the 
skin and lungs as well as through the 
kidnejs. 


It is needed no less to help in the 


solution and removal of various sub- 
stances which form in the body and 
are harmful if allowed to remain long 
or in a f oncentiatecl form. To satisfy 
these demands a healthy man or wo- 
man should drink a pint of pure wa- 
ter, at a temperature of about 60 de- 
crees, upon awakening in the morn- 
ing, ano'her pint an hour before the 
midday "leal, a pint before the last 
meal of t le day and still anothei be- 
foi e letiiing foi the night pioviding 
at is at least three hours after eating. 


Flooding the stomach with water 


at meals is most injurious. 
Much ice 


watei is highly iintating to the mu- 
cous rrenibrance of the stomach. 
Taken w i t h meals it ofen arrests the 
n'orkine, <->f the digestive glands and 
causes (>" acute indigestion that fre- 
quently proves very serious witn the 
delicate and aged. 
The habit- of 


drinking water should be as regular 
as that, of eating. Liquid foods and 
various beverages will not take the 
place of pure water or only lo a very 
limited c -tent. 
Babies need it and 


arc apt )o suffer for the want of wa- 
ter given at regular intervals. Final- 
ly, it it- vorth remembering- thai the 
fiee c'r nl.ing of vftrr is one of tho 
greatest Jetcrreni^ to Hie abuse of 
alcohol.
